Need For Defense 
Cited By President 
WASHINGTON, Oct. I—Point­ 
ing to the “pressing 
need for a 
stronger 
defense,” 
President 
Roosevelt today declared in a mes­ 
sage to the nation’s 16,500.000 men 
of draft age that “our national ex­ 
istence itself” depends on the will­ 
ingness of every man to do his bit. 
The President’s message, con­ 
tained in a five-page booklet of in­ 
formation w'hioh will be handed to 
every man between 21 and 35 w'hen 
he registers 15 days hence, fol­ 
lows:

Surprises Await Germans Who Attempt 
To Invade Islands; Ramparts Prepared 
By Robert G. Nixon 
With The British Army in the 
Front Line on the Coast, Oct. I — 
A series of surprises that seem 
certain to stagger the Germans 
await them if and when they 
launch their threatened invasion of 
England. 
Some of these surprises have 
been prepared on the ground and 
some—far more critical at this 
moment—in the air. 
Today I am in the front lines, 
where England’s army of 2,000,000 
men gfrimly keeps watch from its 
coastal ramparts. 
I have seen 
some of these surprises awaiting 
the Germans in action. They have 
been developed with startling ra­ 
pidity. 
One of these surprises, the least 


revolutionary in design and con­ 
ception, is designed to deal with 
the dive bombers with which the 
Germans 
gained 
such 
amazing 
successes in their campaigns in 
Norway, 
Holland, 
Belgium 
and 
France, and on which they appar­ 
ently depend aa the backbone of 
their promised Invasion of Brit­ 
ain.

New York, appointed Shikellamy 
as their vice-agent and sent him to 
Pennsylvania to represent them in j 
tr^ le relations with the English 
settler. 
He established headquar­ 
ters at

ware River, along the west branch

eggs or milk. Vitamins and min­ 
erals arc not needed in different 
quantity or proportion than in the 
adult menu. 
The total amount of food needed 
by the child is absolutely and pro­ 
portionately to weight greater 
than for an adult. An adult of 150 
pounds at moderate activity can 
get along on 3,000 to 4,000 calories 
at the most. 
Gephart, afte r very extensive 
studies of the pupils at St. Paul’s 
school for boys, found they re­ 
quired from 5,000 to 6,000 calories 
a day. This, of course, presup­ 
poses some athletic activity.

K. K., Hoquiam, Wash.— “ Can 
tuberculosis of the bone be tra n s­ 
mitted to others through handling 
of articles that a patient uses?” 
Answer — Tuberculosis of the 
bone has a sluggish activity. It 
usually appears as a prim ary in­ 
fection in the bone— th a t is, with­ 
out manifestations of tuberculosis 
elsewhere as a prim ary focus. For 
instance, there is seldom evidence 
of tuberculosis in the lungs in 
these cases and therefore there is 
no “open” source of transmission 
of the germs to others. For that 
reason a patient with tuberculosis 
of the bones is not a source of dan­ 
ger to others.

The C oast G uard was incorpo­ 
rated into the N avy during the 
W orld W ar, but a fte r the A rm is­ 
tice w as returned to its independ­ 
ent sta tu s as a T reasury agency. 
D uring the governm ent reorgani­ 
zation in 1939, the N avy m ade un­ 
dercover efforts 
to absorb 
the 
C oast G uard, but the potent in­ 
fluence of S ecretary M orgenthau 
and 
R ear 
A dm iral 
Russell 
R. 
W aesche, popular CG Com m and­ 
an t, stood in the way. 
W ith the A rm y and Navy being 
expanded, the plan has been re ­ 
vived and the inside word is th a t 
the tra n sfe r will be ordered sh o rt­ 
ly- 
M eanwhile, C oast Guard facili­ 
ties already are being drafted for 
N avy use. 
Nothing: has been said 
about it publicly, but those two 
destroyers th a t were recalled from 


Lisbon, because of their sim ilarity
